Negro Newspaper Office Burned by 


White Mob—Streets Filled With 


Armed Whites.

groes not having complied with the 
demands of the business men at 7 '50 
this morning, the time fixed, 
five 


hundred armed >hite men marched 
to the office of the Daily Record, the 
negro newspaper, and destroyed all 
the material in the building, which 
took fire, it is said, by 
accident. 


Leaders cf the whites say they did 
not intend to burn it. They sent for 
an engine and the flames were cun- 
fined to the Eecord building 
The 


building is a wreck and it is feared 
the negroes will attempt to retaliate 
tonight. The streets are now full of 
armed whites. Fully a thousand men 
will be on guard tonight. The mob 
at the Eecord office was composed of 
the best citizens of the city. 


Editor Manly, his brother and his 


associates have lied and could not be 
found by the mob. 
The negroes fled 


before the mob, taking refuge in the 
houses. The mob discharged guns in 
the air, cheered .and shouted, -while 
the fire engines were saving the ad- 
joining property. 
Today's action is 


the sequel of a refusal to suspend 
publication of the Eecord, demanded 
by the whites, because of editorial re- 
flection on white women. 
_" -Five hundred negro laborers in 
Champion Compress became terror- 
ized by the rumors that whites were 
burning the negro houses and rushed 
into the ^treets. They were finally 
quieted and dispersed to their homes. 
There was a collision between the 
whites and blacks in the First ward 
in which three, white men and three 
negroes were killed. Large compan- 
ies of armed whites have gunc to the 
scene,

the welcome address of Hon. Jas. W. 
Newman, delivered last night at the 
reception to Company IT. 
Fellow-citizens and Members of Com- 


pany II: 


We have assembled here this even- 


ing to do still further honor to our 
boys in blue. 
Your old neighbors 


have already given you an open-air 
reception; they have served you with 
uu indoor banquet, 
and now they 


have come to extend you the "glad 
hand." Ihe citizens of Portsmouth, 
without regard to race or nationality, 
without regard to religion or politics, 
tender to Co. II this beautiful baa- 
ner as a patriotic token of their love 
and regard for each member, and of 
the pride they feel for the honorable 
conduct that has marked your sol- 
dierly career. 
Let mi" assure you 


that you have filled the full measure 
of our expectations. 


It would be impossible, my soldier 


friends, for you to realize the anxious 
solicitudewith which our peopie,every 
day and hour, have watched 
your 


movements In this country, and then 
across the waters to that little Island 
you helped to capture and make free. 


They, watched you in your Ohio 


camp; they followed you in their 
thoughts to that historic camp in 
Tennessee, where you made your first 
serious struggle with hard tack and 
bacon, from which you fortunately 
emerged triumphant. 
They followed 


yon across the country to the sea- 
board, and then with anxious hearts 
they waved you "farewell" across the 
seas to the scene of actual conilict. 
Not fcr one hour since you landed on 
the coast of Porto Rico until you once 
again stood upon the soil of America 
have they forgotten you or ceased to 
pray for your welfare and your safe 
return. 


During all this time we have felt 


that the honor of Ohio, its reputation 
for valor and devotion to duty, could 
well be entrusted to the Fourth Ohio 
regiment, and that 
Scioto ccunty 


could safely place her keeping in the 
brave hearts of tlic boys of Company 
H. 
J?o regiment, so far as 1 have 


been able to observe, has returned 
from.active service in as fine physical 
and sanitary condition as the Fourth 
Ohio. 
Out of more than 3,100 men 


who returned in your ship but three 
were disabled by 
sickness. 
This 


speaks well for the care and discipline 
maintained by your officers and ob- 
served by yourselves. 


We believed that you had thought 


well before you took upon yourselves 
the trying duties and imminent perils 
of the soldier. 


Camps are' not 
playgrounds and 


battle-fields are only made illustrious 
by carnage. A soldier—a true soldier 
—ought to fear nothing but God and 
dishonor. • 


Ihere is no better fighting material 


in the world than the American 
soldier when 
organized 
and dis- 


ciplined. He goes into battle with 
the idea that an honorable death is 
better than an inglorious life. 
He is 


not fighting for king or potentate. 
He does not bare liis breast to the 
storm of battle for the glory of his 
sovereign as do the drafted troops of 
the 
monarchies. 
The 
American 


soldier feels that he is fighting for 
himself, for his own country, bis. 
own home, for free institutions. 
In 


victory the glory belongs to himself 
and his comrades and to the people. 
A well known American admiral once 
said that the strength of our navy 
was not measured so much by 'its 
ships or its guns, as by the men be- 
hind the guns. Their courage, their 
endurance, their intelligence, and 
fcheir God-like inspirations to duty 
were unconquerable on land or sea. 
The matchless splendor of our victor- 
ies at Manila and Santiago illustrate 
this supremacy. 


And how strikingly it was proved 


by the gallant charge at San Juan 
last July, when a 'victory was won 
that only heroes could win. 
The 


Spanish troops were strongly fortified, 
concealed in trenches 
and 
block- 


houses; they were using smokeless 
powder and firing guns that carried 
balls 
two 
thousand 
yards. 
The 


American troops were out in the 
open; they charged up those slopes, 
using corcmon powder, 
which dis- 


closed their presence at every shot, 
armed with gun^ that carried but one 
thousand yards—only one-half the 
distance that Spanish bullets Hew. 
Yet the soldiers of the republic, un- 
supported by artillery, charged up 
that hill amid a storm of shot and 
shell and swept the disciplined veter- 
ans of Spain from 
the face of the 


earth and planted the stars and 
stripes on the bloody heights of San 
Juan. 
Exposure and hunger could 


not dampen the ardor of the boys in 
blue. 
American valor had won the 


day. 


Hut your home-coming, my soldier 


friends, is not one of unalloyed pleas- 
ure. AH who left us that April morn- 
ing, a little more than six months 
ago, have not returned with you. 
There are vacancies in the ranks. 


Some are in hospitals far away,wrest- 
ling wearily with disease, and we can 
but pray tbat a kind Providence' will 
restore them to health and to their 
families. 
Four of your comrades 


have passed to the Beyond. 
"On 


Fame's eternal camping ground tbeir 
silent tents are spread." While they 
fell not 'mid the battle in deadly 
strife, yet their lives >unt out as 
bravely, as truly in their country's 
cause as if they had fallen ao the very 
fore-front. 
He who dies in a good 


cause does not give up liis life in 
vain. 


Let me repeat that story that 


comes down to us from the wars of 
the great Napoleon, under whose 
magnetic leadership his veterans were 
so ambitious to perform deeds of 
daring, to win recognition and re- 
nown. In a desperate charge three 
of his bravest soldiers fell, one after 
the other, carrying the colors over 
the very breast-works of the enemy. 
Their courage was so conspicuous 
that it was ordered that their names 
should continue to be carried on the 
rolls, and thereafter when the regi- 
ment was assembled, and the roll was 
called, an officer was instructed, as 
the name of each of these heroes was 
heard, to respond, "Killed at the 
head of the column." 
And so, my 


young friends of Co. II, when through 
the coming years memories of your 
fallen comrades rise in your hearts— 
when the names of Dodge and Sparka 
and Patterson and Morrison are re- 
called you can reverently respond, 


Died in the service of their coun- 
try." 


''How sleep the brave who sink to rest, 
By all their country's wishes blest: 
When Spring with d^wy fingers cold, 
Retarua to deck their hallowed mould : 
She there shall dress a sweeter sod 
Than fancy's feet have ever trod." 


"By fairy band their knell is rang, 
By forms unseen their dirge ia sung. 
There Honor cornea a pilgrim gray 
To bl«-ss the turf that wraps their clay, 
And freedom shall awhile repair 
To dwell a weeping hermit there."

As that 


orderly dashed to the front with his 
.news, if the horse had only stumbled, 
the 
light would have opened. A 


charge equal, no doubt,to that of the 
Light Brigade would have followed, 
and some of you boys might have 
been heroes, and some might have 
been angels. 
But whether heroes or 


angels, we would prefer to receive 
you just as you are—without wings 
or without epaulets. 


Much as you loved your country, 


my young friends, 
your experience 


and observations in the island among 
those people have, I am sure, taught 
you to love it still more. 
When you 


gazed upon that 
land, 
despoiled 


through centuries of ruthless despot- 
ism, 
and compared it with your own 


bright, land, radiant with the bless- 
ings of liberty: when you saw the 
degredation of that people and con- 
trasted them with the free, intelli- 
gent and happy people in your native 
land, what new delight you must 
have felt as you thought of thespien- 
did glory of the American republic. 
And yet we must not judge those 
islanders too harshly. When we "think 
what Cuba and Porto Rico are, and 
then think what, under a wise and 
just government they might have 
been, with their fertile soil and lux- 
urious climate, we can but reali/e the 
difference between a cruel despotism 
and benign liberty. 
Under a wise, 


free and honest government let us 
hope that tlic people of these islands 
will be happy and.prosperous In the 
enjoyment of a new and better dis- 
pensation. 


The war just happily closed has 


proved to the world the strength and 
glory of our country. We should use it 
wisely in these days of entanglements 
and alliances. While education is the 
very corner-stone o f o u r social fabrjc, 
courage —intrepid courage — is the

In the Philippines. 


UNCLE SAM WON'T RECEDE 


From His Origiual Position Regard-

BEPLY TO THE SPANISH CLAIMS. 


American Occupation of Munilla I» • 


Military One, Justifying the Collection

Paris, Nov. 10.—The Americans pre- 


sented to the Spanish peace commis- 
sioners at a short session the answer 
of the United States to the latest claims 
submitted by the Spanish government 
at Friday's conference. 


ffhe document in which the answer 


at the Americans was set forth con- 
sisted of nearly 50 sheets of typewrit- 
ti^i matter. It was a refutation of the 
Spanish allegation that because the 
words "possession," "ownership" or 
"cession" do not occur in the protocol 
clause touching upon the Philippine 
islands the peace commissions have no 
right to discuss them here, and that 
even If they did so it must be in the 
light of the alleged fact of an exterior 
agreement that Spain's sovereignty 
should not be impaired. 


Uncle Sam also- answered Spain's 


claim for the restitution to her of pub- 
lic money and 
customs 
collections 


taken by United States officials since 
the capitulation of Manilla, and'made 
reply to Spain's claim for an indemnity 
on account of the alleged imprisonment 
by United States authorities of Span- 
ish troops at Manilla, and .for their 
subsequent restraint from being of ser- 
vice to Spain in the suppression of the 
insurrection and the preservation of 
property. 


There was justification, the American 


peace commission held, under th« 
terms of the protocol for the discussion 
of the future of the Philippine islands, 
and they also claimed that the occupa- 
tion of Manilla is a military occupation 
which justifies the United States in col- 
lecting the revenues, administering the 
government aud exercising all the 
functions of possession. 


The session was a brief one because 


Senor Montero RIos and Judge Day 
concurred in the service of the Amer- 
ican rejoinder upon the Spanish com- 
missioners without a formal reading 
of the paper, which would occupy 
many columns in an ordinary news- 
paper, and an adjournment was taken 
until Saturday. 


H Is quite safe to say that the Amer- 


icans hare madia no new propositions 
regarding the possession of the Phil- 
ippines, but confined themselves to a 
JUcimlon of the proposals and asser- 
tions made by Spain at the previous 
meeting.

r Two sisters, Cora and Letha, remain

He was a

office as clerk, which position he held 
for some time. 
He has been a mem- 


ber "of Co. H since 1893. 
He served 


with them through the Logan county 
riots and has always performed his 
duty faithfully and 
wfill.
